THE  PASTOR  AND  THE  PAPER. 

It  Is  not  a  question  of  adding  names  to  our 
kubscripllon  lisL  Our  desire  Is  to  Increase  the 
number  of  people  who  are  vitally  Interested  In 
the  Lord's  work,  to  engage  their  minds  and 
their  energies  In  furthering  the  great  purpose 
and  ministry  of  Christ  In  the  world.  It  Is  onr 
part  and  yours  to  Join  up  the  forces  of  our 
Lord  In  the  fellowship  of  a  great  service  and  the 
completion  of  a  great  task. 

It  would  be  possible  tor'  some  man  of  wealth 
to  endow  the  Record  or  the  Mission  Board,  to 
assume  Its  support  and  send  It  to  every  Baptist 
In  Mississippi.  This  alone  would  not  accom¬ 
plish  our  desire.  We  wish  that  the  people  may 
not  simply  get  the  paper,  but  that  they  may 
read  1L  It  Is  not  enough  simply  that  tbe  people 
may  subscribe  for  it  and  pay  for  It.  They  must  be 
interested  in  the  message  It  brings. 

We  must  create  a  conscience  in  the  matter  of 
reading,  on  reading  about  Ood's  word  and  Ood's 
work.  The  word  of  Ood  has  no  meaning  except 
as  it  finds  application  in  present  day  conditions 
and  needs,  the  needs  of  each  successive  gener¬ 
ation  which  are  fundamentally  the  same.  The 
religious  paper  Is  primarily  an  effort  at  inter¬ 
preting  the  word  of  Qod  in  terms  of  today’s  work 
and  need.  It  Is  the  conductor,  the  point  of 
contact  between  eternal  truth  and  present  world 
conditions.  Tbe  man  who  does  not  read  it  la  out 
of  touch  with  God's  program  of  world  war.  He 
is  Isolated  and  Insulated.  He  must  awake  to 
the  sense  of  his  place  and  responsibility. 

You  will  find  people  who  will  say  they  haven’t 
time  to  read;  they  are  busy.  A  few  will  say 
frankly  they  wouldn't  read  It  If  they  had  It. 
Some  may  not  read  it  who  do  have’  it.  This  Is 
another  way  of  saying  they  do  not  care  for  that 
sort  of  thing.  "And  Galllo  cared  for  none  of 
these  things."  There's  your  text;  go  to  it — 
but  study  It  before  you  use  It. 

Finally,  brethren,  don't  fail  or  hesitate  to 
preach  out  on  It.  That's  the  way  consciences  are 
made.  Preach  on  this  subject  and  preach  the 
word  of  God  to  them.  People  will  recognize  the 
authority  of  his  word.  If  It  Is  a  Christian  duty 
to  read  the  current  reports  of  God's  working 
and  the  current  application  of  His  word,  surely 
we  can  show  It  from  the  Bible.  You  might  look 
around  In  your  chest  where  you  keep  your  relig¬ 
ious  convictions  and  see  If  you  have  one  on 
this  subject.  In  doing  this  work,  you  are  not  ser 
ving  a  paper,  you  are  serving  God.

tunlty  the  7,000, 00u  American  Lap  tints — -white, 
black,  yellow.  Northern.  Southern,  all  of  us,  can¬ 
not  get  together  on  a  distinctive  Baptist  program 
and  put  out  our  united  strength  through  existing 
Baptist  organizations  to  make  Christ’s  great 
commission  effective  around  the  world. 

And  this  brings  me  to  say,  that  the  two  great 
Conventions  have  Jointly  railed  an  All-American 
Baptist  Conference  to  consider  the  good  of  the 
order.  It  Is  to  be  a  conference,  and  the  prelimi¬ 
naries  have  been  provided.  It  will  assemble  some 
time  In  the  future.  What  a  momentous  step  this 
is!  There  we  will  talk  our  Baptist  hearts  out 
to  each  other  and  pray  our  hearts  out  to  God  for 
hla  divine  guidance  and  strength.  There  we  will 
lift  up  our  eyes  and  look  on  the  wasting  fields 
of  the  world.  It  Is  a  deeply  significant  move.  Let 
us  all  pray  the  blessings  of  the  Triune  God  to 
prepare  for  It.  Illuminate  It  and  use  it. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  put  on  a 
$75,000,000  five-year  program  at  its  late  meet¬ 
ing.  It  cornea  to  me  that  the  Northern  Conven¬ 
tion  put  on  a  $100,000,000  program.  I  wag  In 
Atlanta  when  arrangements  were  made  to  realize 
this  hope  and  purpose.  It  wag  wished  that  the 
two  conventions  might  make  their  drives  simul¬ 
taneously.  I  do  not  know  that  either  would  be 
much  helped  by  that  course,  but  It  would  be 
pleasing. 

The  tremendously  Important  thing  now  is  for 
Baptists  to  get  together  for  a  world  movement  to 
make  effective  the  simple  teachings  of  Jesus  in 
the  minds  and  hearts  of  the  peoples  of  the  whole 
earth.  The  right  purpose,  the  right  spirit  and  the 
right  message  will  bring  our  people  to  their 
greatest  efficiency  In  the  service  of  him  whom 
our  souls  love.  I  am  for  It. 


H  DESIRED  UNION 


(By  Pastor  Herbert  Haywood.) 

In  the  course  of  our  training  in  the  school  for 
chaplains  we  were  told  that  till  the  recent  war 
the  chaplain  was  somewhat  of  a  conundrum  In 
the  army.  It  would  seem  that  some  of  the  com¬ 
manding  officers  did  not  know  Just  what  func¬ 
tion  a  minister  of  the  gospel  In  government  serv¬ 
ice  should  perform,  and  often  the  representative 
of  religion  did  not  know  how  to  adapt  himself  to 
the  conditions  so  different  from  civilian  life 
It  Is  the  writer's  firm  conviction  that  regardless 
of  what  the  Y.  M.  C.  A  may  or  may  not  have  done 
In  a  religious  way  there  was  plenty  of  work  for 
the  conscientious,  gospel-loving  chaplain  in  the 
realm  of  religion,  and  in  that  alone.  It  was  my 
experience,  as  I  hope  to  show  later. 

THE  TRAING  SCHOOL  FOR  CHAPLAINS  AT 
LOUISVILLE.  KY. 

Instituted  and  held  first  at  Fortress  Monroe 
and  later  moved  to  and  established  at  Camp 
Zachary  Taylor,  Ky.,  for  the  period  of  the  war, 
this  school  proved  of  Incalculable  value  to  the 
chaplain.  There  It  was  especially  emphasized  that 
a  real  chaplain  should  devote  himself  and  bis 
labors  strictly  to  religious  work.  Howbelt  It  was 
thought  well — Indeed  essential  for  hla  greatest 
efficiency — that  a  chaplain  should  at  least  have 
some  semblance  of  a  soldier  and  be  able  to  take 
the  place  of  an  officer  when  necessary.  So  from 
5:30  a.  m.  to  10:30  p.  m.  during  the  course  of 
training  the  following  actlvltes  and  studies  call¬ 
ed  for  his  attention:  Setting-Up  exercises,  drill, 
equltatllon.  (Studies):  Army  regulations.  Inter¬ 
national  law,  military  law,  or  manual  of  courts 
martial,  French,  military  hygiene,  lectures  on 
gas,  and  the  use  of  the  gas-mask:  also  lectures 
and  demonstrations  on  flrst-ald  appliances.  We 
were  also  required  to  write  a  thesis  on  the  War, 
Its  causes,  and  the  Circumstances  which  made 
the  participation  of  the  .United  States  unavoid¬ 
able  with  honor.  In  addition,  a  real  "Trial  Ser¬ 
mon"  was  delivered,  and,  on  the  part  of  the 
writer,  before  two  Judges,  one  of  whom  was  a 
Catholic  and  tbs  other  a  Methodist  member  of 
the  faculty.  (If  you  are  Interested  and  wonder 
as  to  the  Scripture  used  see  Luke  3.7-14).  I 
think  they  merely  wanted  to  know  more  how 
than  what  we  would  preach.  At  any  rate,  I  did 
not  feel  I  had  anything  to  put  over  John  the 
Baptist  In  his  message  to  the  Sold ier-on-Berv Ice. 

The  school  was  divided  into  six  platoons,  each 
composed  of  about  fifty,  somo  of  whom  had  al¬ 
ready  been  commissioned  as  chaplains  and  as¬ 
signed*  to  regular  units;  the  rest  were  merely 
chaplain-candidates  approved  by  the  government, 
or  war  department,  and  eleglble  for  commission, 
provided  the  school  liife  and  examinations  Justl- 
fiedstheir  final  appointment.  Each  platoon  had  a 
member  of  the  faculty  as  Its  supervisor.  The 
writer  was  a  member  of  the  second  platoon, 
whose  supervisor  was  Chaplain  (Father)  Fealv. 
One  morning  during  recitation  In  army  regu¬ 
lations  the  teacher,  this  same  Chaplain  Fealv, 
asked  the  general  question:  "What  do  the  colors 
in  the  8 tars  and  3tr!pes  stand  for?"  About  six 
hands  went  up,  among  them  mine,  and  I  was 
called  upon  to  answer.  "Red  is  for  the  blood  shed, 
white  Is  for  purity  of  life — national  and  other¬ 
wise;  and  the  blue  stands  for  being  true  to  the 
government."  The  teacher  then  asked  where  I 
got  It.  For  the  moment  I  could  hardly  say,  then 
1  remembered  I  had  been  taught  it  from  child¬ 
hood.  Our  teacher  said  It  was  good  but  offered 
one  he  said  he  had  read  the  other  day  and  want¬ 
ed  us  to  write  It  down.  Ills  Interpretation  was 
the  same  till  we  got  to  the  blue,  then  the  follow¬ 
ing:  "Blue  stands  for  the  broad  expanse  of  the 
sky,  with  Its  unlimited  opportunities."  I  think 
every  member  of  the  platoon  wrote  It  down  as 
requested,  but  the  writer  cannot  but  relate  the 
blue  In  Old  Glory  to  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  rather  than  to  the  skies  of  the 
universe.

Thursday,  July  24.  1919. 
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prior  to  examinations  to  commence  the  following 
Monday  he  was  cleaning  hts  shoes,  head  down — 
according  to  custom,  when  another  member  of 
the  platoon  stopped  to  ask:  "How  are  you  fixed 
for'milltary  law?"  “Not  much,”  said  pur  Method¬ 
ist  friend,  though  he  was  considered  as  well  up 
on  this  subject.  "Well,  don't  worry,”  said  the 
inquirer,  "Fealy  is  here  to  pull  us  through." 
"What's  that?”  queried  our  Methodist  friend, 
lifting  up  his  head  and  eyes  to  the  speaker,  who 
replied:  "Oh,  you're  not  the  man  l  thought  you 
were.” 

I  do  not  know  whether  or  not  the  number  of 
Catholics, Methodists,  Baptists  and  others  In  the 
Training  School  for  Chaplains  represented  the 
allotment  of  the  War  Department  of  chaplains 
for  their  respective  denominations,  hot  in  our 
sbchool — the  one  session  August  23,  1918  onward 
were  104  Catholics,  46  Methodists,  42  Baptists, 
30  Presbyterians:  and  the  Episcopalians,  Lu¬ 
therans,  Congregatlonals  and  others  were  repre¬ 
sented  in  smaller  numbers,  totalling  8  4,  for  306 
was  total  enrollment.  There  was  no  secret  about 
these  figures;  each  denominational  body  of  chap¬ 
lains  was  photographed  according  to  their  de¬ 
nomination,  and  occasionally  the  Methodists  and 
other  different  bodies  were  called  Into  separate 
conference,  usually  by  a  visitor  of  that  particular 
denomination.  The  Baptists  were  called  together 
at  least  twice  to  consider  the  matter  of  purchas¬ 
ing  uniforms,  etc.,  a  financial  matter  (or  loan) 
on  the  part  of  ouf  boards.  Every  Friday  night 
that  august  body  called  "The  Benzine  Board" 
met  in  "solemn  session" — solemn  to  the  candi¬ 
date  summoned  before  It  to  receive  his  final 
sentence  and  discharge;  by  this  process  of  ellhi- 
inatlon  went  out  two  Catholics,  seven  Baptists,  a 
similar  number  of  Methodists  and  a  few  others. 
It  required  no  mathematical  skill  to  count  and 
keep  count  of  these,  for  regardless  of  all  that 
has  been  said  about  there  being  no  denomina¬ 
tional  lines  in  the  army  nearly  every  time  one 
was  discharged  the  first  question  was — be  It  19 
the  bread-line  or  In  the  barracks — "What  denom¬ 
ination  Is  he?”  # 

A  few  more  figures.  By  now  a  great  many  of 
our  people  at  home  have  heard  of  the  psycholog¬ 
ical  test  given  every  man  in  the  army,  rank  or  no 
rank.  Some  of  our  Catholic  friends  expressed 
themselves  as  very  much  dissatisfied  with  this 
part  of  the  great  game,  saying  It  was  quite  un¬ 
fair  because  wo  were  given  no  warning  as  to  what 
was  coming.  At  the  same  time  a  large  portion  of 
their  number  were  Jesuits.  (Again  this  was  no 
secret,  for  being  thrown  much  together — oi’t  of 
29  sleeping  In  the  same  upper  barracks  as  I  were 
nine  Catholics,  and  from  all  account  a  similar 
proportion  through  the  whole  school — we  at 
times  talked  quite  freely  and  brotherly,  and  I 
found  the  Jesuit  a  well-informed  man).  At  any 
rate,  of  the  286  who  stood  the  psychological  test 
the  examiner  said  that  the  result  showed  the 
best  record  made  up  to  that  time  in  all  the  army; 
that  160  madeA,  only  4  fell  below  B;  seven  Negro 
candidates  were  of  the  286.  Let  these  figures 
speak  for  themselves.  And  some  of  our  Baptist 
pastors  stayed  at  home,  willing  to  let  the  Baptist 
soldier  boy  do  the  best  he  could  In  a  religious 
way. 

Speaking  of  figures,  one  Sunday  night  when 
1  had  returned  from  Shepherdsvllle,  where  I 
was  pastor  at  the  time,  one  of  the  Catholic  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  school  who  heard  me  speak  of  "the 
deacons  of  the  church"  to  a  fellow  Baptist  near 
ray  bunk  came  over  and  talked  awhile.  He  did 
think  we  Baptists  had  some  peculiar  beliefs  and 
customs;  "think  of  it”,  said  he  "seven  deacons 
in  a  church  of  only  260  members."  "Yes,"  I 
replied,  "the  ssme  number  that  the  First  Church 
in  Jerusalem  started  with  In  New  Testament 
times.” 

At  seven  o'clock  every  night,  except  Saturdays 
and  Sundays,  Conferences  were  held  for  lectures 
and  discussions  concerning  the  work  of  the  chap¬ 
lain  when  on  regular  duty.  The  Catholics  met  In 
separate  hall,  except  when  Joint-sessions  were 
held.  At  first  that  appeared  to  me  as  grossly  un¬ 
just  and  unfair  to  the  people  generally  of  the 
United  States,  in  the  light  of  experiences  incident 
to  the  actual  work  of  a  chaplain  out  of  tha 


school  and  In  the  romp  1  decided  that  were  1 
a  Catholic  I  would  want  separate  conferences; 
indeed,  the  injustice  as  I  see  It  is  in  the  fact,  as 
far  as  I  a  Baptist  am  concerned,  that  we  Baptists 
were  not  accorded  similar  or  equsl  privileges, 
litre.  1  have  reference  not  to  the  period  of  train¬ 
ing  In  the  Chaplain's  Training  School  but  while 
performing  duty  as  chaplain,  after  appointment 
and  assignment,  and  more  will  be  said  on  this 
ia  following  papers.  '  In  the  school  we  held  no 
services.  The  Catholics  did  hold  services,  of 
some  kind — probably  early  morning  mass,  for 
about  4  o'clock  of  a  morning,  lights  could  be 
seen  In  the  room  used  by  the  second  platoon  for 
study;  moreover,  quite  orten  the  paraphernalia 
of  the  priesthood  was  on  all  the  tables  and  much 
had  to  be  moved  before  we  had  room  for  our 
books.  The  supervisor  of  our  platoon  did  himself 
in  my  hearing  once  or  twice  make  complaint  of 
this  to  the  one  charged  with  the  putting  away  of 
this  paraphernalia;  so  that  is  really  a  small' 
matter  and  calls  for  no  criticism.  Hpw  ao  we 
know,  you  might  ask,  that  maRs  was  probably 
held  in  the  early  mornings?  First,  in  the  early 
days  of  the  session  there  would  be  some  of  the 
Catholic  members  of  the  school  beard  dressing 
and  then  going  down  the  stairs  of  our  barrack 
room.  This  disturbed  us  only  a  few  mornings, 
for  we  soon  got  used  to  it;  and,  further,  it  should 
be  said  to  their  credit  that  considering  there  were 
so  many  ofthem  they  are  to  be  admired  rather 
than  censured  for  their  gentlemanly  conduct  in 
this  matter.  Once  only  was  Catholic  religious 
service  in  eur  way;  Just  before  examinations 
when  about  a  third  of  our  platoon,  having  no¬ 
where  else  to  study,  waa  studying  In  our  regular¬ 
ly  appointed  room  and  at  a  time  set  aside  for 
study,  during  which  time  some  dozen  or  more  of 
our  Catholic  friends  were  going  through  chant- 
ings  and  other  utterances  In  connection  with  what 
I  supposed  was  their  mass.  We  did  tBlnk  this 
unfair,  especially  as  we  had  not  more  than  three 
hours  a  day  for  study  of  the  many  subjects 
covered. 

But  "think  ye" . that  "those . were 

offenders  above  all?"  (Luke  18:4-6).  Listen: 
At  the  regularly  scheduled  time  for  examination 
in  Manual  of  Courts  Martial  the  whole  school 
had  assembled  for  the’  test;  so  much  time  was 
a. luted  for  each  examination,  and,  to  the  surprise 
of  a  large  m. tuber  of  the  candidates  a  Methodist 
ot dlnation  had  right  of  way  first.  It  was  ex¬ 
plained  by  the  commandant  of  the  school  tha: 
certain  of  the  Methodist  brethren  coaid  not  re¬ 
ceive  appolntmeut  unless  they  be  fully  ordained 
to  the  ministry  and  that  Bishop  So-and-So  was 
present  for  that  purpose,  etc.,  etc.  That  was  one¬ 
time  when  the  Bishop  bad  a  fairly  good  con¬ 
gregation  of  preachers  of  other  faiths  to  witness 
a  Methodist  ordination — whether  they  wanted  to 
or  not.  But  It  was  In  the  army.  In  view  of  what 
is  to  be  related  further  on  in  regard  to  Dr.  8am- 
pey’s  sermon  1  have  often  wondered  what  If  the 
whole  school  had  been  forced  to  witness  a  bap¬ 
tismal  service  conducted  by  a  Baptist  preacher. 

But  back  to  the  night  conferences  of  the  chap¬ 
lains  or  the  various  denominations.  In  some  of 
these  very  interesting  discussions  took  place.  I 
recall  quite  vividly  one  occasion  when  questions 
of  the  round-table  type  were  the  order  ot  the 
hour;  one  candidate  addressing  the  member  of 
the  faculty  in  charge  of  the  conference,  asked: 
"Should  a  Methodist  bsby  be  born  in  a  post  or 
station  where  the  chaplain  was  a  Baptist  and 
there  waa  no  Methodist  chaplain.  If  the  Baptist 
chaplain  were  asked  to  baptise  the  baby  would 
be  not  be  obliged  to  do  so?”  Chaplain  (Capt.) 
Fleming,  the  Baptist  member  of  the  faculty,  was 
in  charge  that  night,  a  man  we  all  loved  for  his 
fairness,  tor  his  keen  sense  and  love  of  Justice 
and  truth;  he  rolled  out'  the  loudest  "No"  we 
had  heard  for  sometime.  Similar  questions  were 
asked  concerning  the  Lord's  8upper  and  received 
similar  answers.  Indeed,  In  the  school  It  was 
repeatedly  stated  and  emphasized  that  each  chap¬ 
lain  should  preach  the  gospel  of  the  Son  of  Ood 
as  he  had  believed  and  preached  and  practiced  it 
at  home.  And  every  time  we  heard  It  this  chap¬ 
lain-candidate  thanked  Ood  for  the  door  thus 
tar  opened  and  determined  by  the  grace  of  Ood 
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to  do  so.  He  felt  It  was  going  to  take  John-the- 
Baptist-like  conviction  and  courage  to  do  It,  but 
then — that's  what  we  went  Into  the  army  for 
When  I  saw  so  many  of  our  Baptist  boy*  respond¬ 
ing  to  the  call  ot  our  country  I  felt  I  could  neither 
stay  at  home,  nor  even  go  Into  army  Y.  M.  C.  A. 
work,  as  had  been  suggested  to  me.  but  to  take 
the  glad  mesaage  of  Chriat  to  the  aoldlsr  1  felt 
that  after  the  war — should  God  spare  me — I 
Would  not  Jlke  to  look  a  aoldler  or  an  es-eoldler 
In  the  face  if  I  did  not  do  my  beet  to  minister  to 
him.  and  thus  serve  Ood.  our  government,  and 
humanity  In  general.  In  fact,  I  was  set  to  servo 
Ood  and  humanity  either  as  a  chaplain  or  aa  a 
private,  even  If  It  should  be  necessary  to  go  to 
Canada  to  get  Jnto  the  game.  One  or  the  other 
for  me;  “Tbat'e  me  all  over.  Mabel.” 

Among  the  splendid  addressee  delivered  by 
distinguished  visitors  to  the  members  of  the 
Training  School,  sod  usually  during  the  confer¬ 
ence  hour,  was  one  that  will  not  sooa  be  forgot¬ 
ten.  It  was  a  sermon  from  our  honored,  very 
able,  and  in  those  days,  quite  mllitary-llka,  Dr 
John  K.  Sampey.  The  writer  belleyes  that.  Judg¬ 
ing  from  many  other  sermons  and  addresses  he 
heard  from  Dr.  Sampey  during  the  war,  our  fa¬ 
mous  teacher  of  Hebrew  and  Old  Testament  in 
the  Louisville  .Seminary  rendered  the  govern 
ment  of  the  United  States  and  the  Allies  s  wide 
sad  most  effective  and  faithful  service  through¬ 
out  the  course  of  the  war.  His  text  oa  this  par¬ 
ticular  occasion  was:  "l<et  him  that  stole  steal 
no  more."  Dr.  Sampey  expressed  his  regrots 
that  on  account  of  hts  years  he  could  not  hope 
to  get  Into  the  great  game,  and  thought  it  would 
help  us  who  soon  were  to  be  In  the  fray  if  be 
should  give  us  an  ides  of  what  he  should  preach 
to  the  soldiers  had  be  the  opportunity.  He  re¬ 
viewed  for  us  some  sermons  delivered  to  soldiers 
In  the  Civil  war  by  a  relative.  If  I  remember 
lightly  it  was  bis  father-in-law;  and  the  above 
text  appealed  to  him  (and  to  a  number  of  his 
hearers)  as  quite  timely  and  suitable.  Needless 
to  say  It  was  given  with  great  personal  force,  and 
was  calculated  to  do  much  Koo^.'in  many  ways. 
It  came  to  us  In  the  days  of  the  "trial  sermons:” 
and  whether  It  was  because  Dr  Sampey  was  a 
Baptist,  or  because  It  came  as  a  suggestion  of 
what  lines  of  thought  we  might  develop  In  onr 
sermons  fpr  the  soldiers  nr  because  the  subject 
matter  stood  out  so  prominently  lu  contaust  to 
what  some  of  the  candidates  were  sot  to  preach 
(for  truly.  In  the  chaplaincy  particularly,  “It  Is 
the  set  of  the  tall,  and  not  tha  gala,  that  deter¬ 
mines  the  course  of  the  ship”),  but  of  all  the 
"special  addresses,"  talks  and  lectures  to  which 
a  la  bugle  we  were  a  Mem  bled,  noue  received  each 
unfavorable  comment  and  harsh  criticism  morn¬ 
ing.  noon,  and  night,  for  several  days,  and  ever 
and  anon  thenceforward.  But  It  did  one  thing  tbnt 
nothing  bad  hlterto  done;  It  put  a  little  backbone 
-  Into  one  or  two  apparently  invertebrate  BapUata; 
they  evon  “took  up"  for  Dr.  Sampey  and  ware 
willing  for  It  to  be  known  they  were  Baptists. 
Do  not  mleunderstand  me;  we  were  not  (hero 
or  elsewhere  to  advertise  our  Baptist  proclivities. 
The  tad  la  the  writer  on  this  occasion  kept  his 
own  counsel,  but  the  point  la  that  as  In  New  Tes¬ 
tament  and  other  times  It  sometimes  takes  a  lit¬ 
tle  persecution  to  develop  strength  ot  conviction, 
to  make  true  soldiers  of  the  cross  and  defenders 
of  the  faith. 

This  word  concerning  the  faculty  of  tbo  Train¬ 
ing  fthool;  they  were  all  men  of  excellent  qual¬ 
ities  utid  we  fully  appreciated  tbs  brotherly  spirit 
and  hind  of  treatment  received  at  their  bands 
We  have  made  mention  ot  Capt.  Fleming,  ths 
Baptist  member,  end  probably  the  beet  Informed 
-thapialnin  point  of  military  law  la  tbe  t  ailed 
States.  Chaplain  Cbenuweth  might  be  celled  ths 
Seneca  of  tbe  corps  of  T sac  hers,  so  truly  gentle¬ 
manly  was  he.  and  '  The  Old  Maq,"  ns  Prudea 
called  himself,  tbe  roinmandqnl  of  tbs  school 
was  a  general  favorite.

The  Methodist 
discipline  confuses  the  new  birth  with  the  act 
of  baptism.  Campbellltes  teach  that  baptism  is 
a  means  of  securing  the  remission  of  sins.  This 
teaching  can  never  save  anybody.  This  key  will 
not  fit  the  lock  to  the  kingdom  of  Ood.  Nothing 
but  personal  faith  wrought  la  us  by  the  Holy 
Bptrtt  opens  the  door  to  the  kingdom 

We  are  glad  that  many  members  of  these  var¬ 
ious  denominations  are  better  than  their  creed. 
Many  of  them  have  a  personal  knowledge  of 
Jeans  Christ  which  gives  clearness  to  their  con¬ 
viction  and  power  to  their  testimony.  They  ought 
to  revise  their  written  creeds  or  abandon  them. 
The  Catholics,  who  boast  of  carrying  the  keys, 
wouldn't  recognize  the  keys  if  shown  them.  When 
we  talk  about  union  and  cooperation  we  ought 
to  know  whether  a  man  or  a  church  that  we 
cooperate  with  knows  and  shows  the  way  to  ue 
saved.  This  Is  the  moat  fundamental  point  of 
teaching  in  the  Bible.  If  one  is  wrong  on  this 
be  can't  be  right  on  much  else.  He  can’t  be 
trusted  anywhere. 

When  we  talk  about  dividing  the  world  up 
into  section,  giving  to  each  denomination  a  part 
and  having  them  to  be  responsible  for  saving  the 
people  of  that  area,  we  want  to  know  whether 
these  people  who  teach  others  know  the  way  to 
be  saved.  Personally  we  are  uneasy  about  any 
man  who  mixes  In  Infant  baptism  as  In  any 
way  a  means  of  salvation,  and  down  deep  In 
their  souls  that  Is  why  men  practice  Infant  bap¬ 
tism. 

We  Baptists  have  a  great  responsibility  in 
this  matter.  We  can  be  satisfied  with  nothing 
leas  than  a  big  program  for  saving  a  lost  world. 
Those  who  like  Peter  know  Christ  because  our 
Father  In  heaven  hath  revealed  him;  those  who 
like  Paul  can  say,  "It  pleased  Ood  to  reveal  his 
8on  Ip  me.”  ought  like  feter  and  Paul  to  lay 
themselves  out  full  strength  to  make  him  known. 

CROS8  FOR  CROSS 

The  fellowship  between  Christ  and  hi*  people 
Is  mutual.  "If  we  walk  in  the  light  as  he  Is  In 
the  light  we  have  fellowship  one  with  another.”

1:14),  but  In 
the  same  chapter  (verse  18)  he  speaks  of  "the 
riches  of  the  glory  of-  his  inheritance  in  the 
saints.  It  works  both  ways. 

The  truth  of  It  Is  that  there  can  be  no  fellow¬ 
ship  that  Is  full  and  enduring  which  does  not 
work  both  ways.  A  man  may  be  an  enemy  to  an¬ 
other  without  making  him  his  enemy,  but  he 
can  not  be  a  true  friend  In  the  best  sense  unless 
the  friendship  la  reciprocal  Is  returned  and 
shared.  God  would  like  to  be  on  friendly  terms 
with  all  men.  but  Abraham  Is  the  only  man  of 
his  generation  who  Is  called  the  "friend  of  God.” 

The  truth  goes  Into  the  deepest  experiences 
of  the  soul,  as  religion  must  go.  and  religion 
alone  can.  Paul  coveted  that  It  should  enter  Into 
the  depths  of  soul.  He  desired  to  get  into  the 
closest  relation  with  Jesus  at  any  cost.  Indeed 
It  could  be  done  only  at  the  greatest  cost:  "That 
I  may  know  him.  and  the  power  of  his  resurrec¬ 
tion.  and  the  fellowship  of  his  sufferings,  be¬ 
coming  conformed  unto  his  death,  if  by  any 
means  I  may  attain  unto  the  resurrection  from 
the  dead.”  Jn  the  same  spirit  he  says  "Fhr  be  It 
from  me  to  glory  save  in  the  cross  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  t’hrist  through  which  the  world  hath 
been  crucified  unto  me  and  I  unto  the  world.” 
Anything  that  brings  him  into  Ue  fellowship  of 
Jesus  Is  welcomed.  Is  glorified  la. 

Now  It  Is  this  response  of  sacrifice]  love  and 
personal  devotion  that  Jeans  is  — n-g  i*  u 
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Read  what  he  says  in  the  tenth  chapter  of  Mat¬ 
thew  as  be  sends  out  the  disciples  on  their  first 
trial  evangelistic  tour.  He  Is  very  tender  with 
them.  He  knows  they  will  meet  rebuffs  and  per¬ 
secutions  and  some  of  them  finally  death.  He 
assures  them  that  the  Father  who  watches  over 
the  sparrows  Is  surely  looking  after  them.  He 
says  the  very  hairs  of  their  heads  are  numbered. 
But  they  are  going  to  fare  hardship  and  danger. 
Enemies  have  called  him  ugly  names  (Beelexe- 
bub),  they  must  expect  the  same  and  more. 
They  will  have  to  face  separation  from  friends 
and  members  of  their  own  families.  They  must 
be  prepared  for  It  and  accept  It.  They  must  be 
willing  to  surrender  their  very  lives  for  his  sake. 
Is  he  not  giving  his?  They  must  walk  upon  the 
same  high  plane  of  devotion  and  sacrifice.  "He 
that  doth  not  take  his  cross  and  follow  after  me 
is  not  worthy  of  me."  Now  he  has  reached  the 
trysttng  place  of  love.  The  complete  fellowship 
of  Jesus  Involves  the  fellowship  of  suffering, 
the  toUl  denial  of  self,  the  way  of  sacrifice,  of 
loving  surrender,  the  way  of  the  cross. 

We  are  so  prone  to  avoid  hardship,  self-denial, 
the  sacrifice  of  our  substance  or  convenience  or 
pleasure  for  his  sake.  This  Is  to  avoid,  to  lose  his 
companionship.  But  this  Is  to  forfeit  the  right 
to  sit  on  thrones.  We  met  Jesus  first  st  the 
cross:  we  met  him  there  only  when  his  cross  be¬ 
came  our  cross.  We  will  keep  fellowship  with 
him  at  the  cross,  not  as  a  pelce  of  meditation, 
not  as  a  place  merely  to  see  his  sufferings  In  our 
stead,  but  as  a  place  where  the  world  Is  craetned 
4o  us  and  we  to  the  world.  If  we  are  conformed 
ato  his  death  we  there  attain  the  resurrection 
from  the  dead.  We  then  and  there  come  out  from 
the  condition  of  dead  souls  to  have  and  enjoy  the 
fullest  followshlp  with  Jesus. 

The  religion  of  Jesus  Is  reciprocal,  his  chal¬ 
lenge  of  love,  devotion  and  sacrifice  at  the  croea 
and  our  response  to  It  and  to  him  when  we  take 
up  our  cross  and  follow  him.  It  Is  life  for  life, 
love  for  love,  sacrifice  for  sacrifice,  cross  for 
cross.  He  loved  us  and  gave  himself  for  us 
“The  love  of  ChrlstWronstrainetb  us.  because  we 
thus  Judge  that  If  one  died  for  all,  then  all  died 
that  they  who  live  should  no  longer  live  unto 
themselves  but  unto  him,  who  for  them  died  and 
rose  again."  We  beseech  you  therefore  brethren, 
by  the  mercies  of  God  that  ye  present  your  bodies 
a  living  sacrifice.” 

THANKS  BY  MANY 

Paul  had  a  marvelous  and  deep  concern  for 
t^e  welfare  of  the  people  to  whom  he  ministered. 
His  unselfishness  In  this  matter  Is  so  far  beyond 
the  ordinary  experience  as  to  be  almost  past  our 
comprehension.  For  example  when  he  thanks 
the  people  at  Philippi  for  sending  a  contribution 
to  his  necessities,  he  speaks  of  It  as  a  sacrifice 
whose  odor  Is  well  pleasing  to  Ood.  He  says 
that  he-seeks  not  for  the  gift  when  he  commends 
their  conduct,  but  desires  that  fruit  may  abound 
to  their  account.  People  ought  to  be  taught  -td 
give  for  their  own  aakes.  They  ought  not  to 
give  for  their  own  sakes,  but  for  their  own  sakes 
they  ought  to  be  taught  to  do  it. 

In  the  same  spirit  when  he  writes  to  the  Cor¬ 
inthians  the  second  letter  he  encouragee  them  to 
pray  for  him.  not  ony  that  he  may  be  prospered, 
not  simply  that  the  work  will  prosper,  but  that 
they  may  share  the  Joyful  thanksgiving  when  the 
work  Is  done.  In  this  way  they  are  participants 
In  it,  and  In  this  way  only  can  they  have  the 
highest  Joy  In  Its  accomplishment.  These  are 
his  words:  "Ye  also  helping  together  on  onr  be¬ 
half  by  your  supplication,  that  for  the  gift  be¬ 
stowed  on  us  by  means  of  many*  thanks  may  be 
given  by  many  persons  on  our  behalf.” 

The  man  who  haa  nothing  to  do  with  the  work 
i  an  not  have  great  Joy  In  Its  accomplishment. 
The  man  who  according  to  his  opportunity  did 
the  most  to  bring  about  the  successful  completion 
of  It  will  have  the  greatest  Joy  ot  all.  When  at 
last  Jesus  says  to  his  saints.  "Enter  Into  the 
Joy  of  your  Lord,"  It  will  be  the  Joy  of  knowing 
that  they  had  something  to  do  with  finishing  his 
work  In  the  world.  His  Joy  will  be  the  finished 
task.  Theirs  will  be  that  they  helped  to  do  It. 
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For  the  Joy  that  was  set  before  him  he  endured 
the  cross,  despising  the  shame 

The  Baptist  people  have  now  a  chance  to  teat 
out  this  truth  In  the  experiment  with  the  75  mil¬ 
lion  campaign.  By  the  favor  of  God  the  program 
will  be  carried  through  to  completion.  There 
Is  no  question  lu  the  minds  of  the  leaders  that 
It  Is  the  will  of  Ood  and  that  It  will  be  finished 
with  Joy.  But  how  many  will  rejoice  and  how 
much  Joy  will  they  have?  There  will  be  Just  as 
many  to  rejoice  as  had  part  In  Its  accomplishment 
and  their  Joy  will  be  In  proportion  to  the  measure 
of  their  participation.  It  ought  to  be  tnat  out 
Joy  shall  be  full.  It  will  be  If  our  serrlce  is  up 
to  our  ability.  It  Is  desirable  that  every  man 
and  woman  and  child  shall  have  a  share  In  It, 
not  simply  nor  primarily  to  guarantee  Its  success, 
but  that  all  may  be  filled  with  Joy  In  the  doing 
of  It.  The  only  people  who  will  be  sore  or  com¬ 
plaining  when  It  Is  over  will  be  those  who  didn’t 
help  to  do  It,  help  by  prayer  and  help  by  giving. 
It  ought  to  be  the  ambition  of  all  that  when  It 
is  done,  thanks  may  be  given  by  many.

TWO  OTHER  GREAT  BAPTIST  DAYS 

(By  L.  R.  Scarborough,  General  Director.) 

Two  groups  of  workers  were  called  to  meet  In 
Nashville  July  15th  and  l(tb.  The  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
was  asked  to  meet  and  apportion  the  76  Million 
Dollars,  especially  as  It  touches  the  south-wide 
Interests.  They  had  a  very  Intense  two  days 
of  conference  with  the  General  Secretaries  and 
the  State  Secretaries.  The  brethren  generally 
have  not  appreciated  the  difficulties  before  the 
executive  committee.  It  was  the  wish  of  every¬ 
body  to  give  the  south-wide  and  the  world-wide 
Interests  due  consideration,  and  the  largest  pos¬ 
sible  porUon  of  the  76  million  dollars.  After  ex¬ 
tended  discussion  and  open  conference,  It  was 
finally  settled  that  Foreign  Missions  Is  to  receive 
20  million  dollars  and  south-wide  educational 
Institutions  three  million  dollars.  The  Aged  Min¬ 
isters  relief  was  reduced  to  two  and  one-half 
million  dollars.  The  other  two  and  one-half  mil¬ 
lion  apportioned  to  them  Is  to  be  raised  In  the 
next  two  years  after  the  five  years.  The  conven¬ 
tion  originally  asked  the  churches  to  raise  five 
million  for  Aged  Ministers  relief  and  Annuity 
Board.  In  seven  years.  This  was  the  reason  for 
cutting  down  the  Aged  Ministers  relief  to  two  and 
one  half  million  lu  this  campaign.  The  state  In¬ 
terests,  educational,  missionary,  benevolent  In 
every  state,  was  left  as  they  properly  belong, 
to  the  State  Boards.  The  educational  Interests 
In  the  state  will,  according  to  the  8tate  Board 
plans  run  probably  over  twenty  million  dollars. 
The  National  Memorial  church  matter  was  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  Home  Board  to  be  put  In  Its  church 
building  program.  The  Home  Board  will  act  on 
this  matter  and  their  decision  will  be  known 
later.  This  Is  on  the  condition  that  the  Btate 
Boards  accept  the  arrangements  agreed  to  by  the 
State  Secretaries  and  the  executive  committee. 
H  Is  believed  that  this  will  he  done.  Thus  the 
matter  of  apportionments  was  finally  settled  In 
a  fine  and  glorious  spirit. 

MEETING  OF  ORGANIZERS 
The  State  Secretaries  with  the  State  Organl- 
rors  and  the  Publicity  Directors  spent  one  whole 
day  and  part  of  the  night  In  going  over  the  pro¬ 
gram  of  organisation  submitted  by  the  General 
Director  and  his  staff.  Some  76  men  and  womeq 
gave  their  moat  enthulastle  and  earnest  attention 
to  the  vital  matter  of  making  out  the  plan  of 
organisation  clear  out  to  the  churches  I  have 
ne  er  labored  with  a  flnor  set  of  man.  They  were 
alert,  aggressive  and  Interested  to  the  last  limit 
and  had  the  Baptist  mind,  and  finally  ths  whole 
plan  was  agreed  on  and  adopted.  Everybody  was 


happy  that  the  moat  splendid  Baptist,  democratic 
organisation  was  affected  It  does  not  In  any  way 
Interfere  with  ths  organ  lastlon  now  used 
throughout  ths  southland.  The  new  plan  adopts 
and  takes  over  and  only  adds  to  this  organise 
tlon.  This  plan  and  organlmtion  Is  published  In 
bulletin  form  and  will  be  sent  to  the  organisers 
and  publicity  directors.  It  In  every  way  magnifies 
and  phta  In  a  responsible  place  the  pastors  of 
the  churches,  the  Associations)  Missionaries 
Laymen  and  women  In  tbs  church  Ilfs  There 
will  be  an  Assodatlonal  Organiser,  an  A seoc In¬ 
lay  men  and  women  In  the  rharch  life.  There 
will  be  a  Church  Director,  probably  the  pastor;  a 
church  organiser,  some  select,  aggrsmtve  man. 
and  W.  M.  U.  organiser.  These  sre  to  be  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Assodatlonal  Organiser  la  cob 
ference  with  the  pastor.  There  will  be  three  cam¬ 
paign  boosters,  and  teams  for  coovaantng.  The 
teams  will  be  composed  of  a  captain  four 
other  members  of  the  church.  This  ts  a  brief  oat¬ 
line  of  the  organisation.  The  plan  also  calls  for 
Baptist  four-minute  speakers.  There  will  be  many 
thousands  of  these.  Their  duties  will  be  to  present 
the  campaign  In  four  minute  addresses  In  every 
service  In  every  church  from  October  6th-  to 
November  30th.  Thus  by  word  of  mouth  thee# 
speakers  are  to  Impress  the  denomination  with 
the  Importance  of  this  mighty  movement  The 
ftate  Secretaries  will  call  to  state  bAdquerler* 
these  assodatlonal  workers  for  a  conference  .at 
the  eerlleat  possible  date  The  Asaodatlonai  or- 
ganlxera  and  publicity  directors  will  call  the 
church  organlaers  and  pastors  and  other  worhers 
together  at  some  central  place  In  the  association 
and  thera  organise  these  church  forces  The 
apportionments  of  the  association  to  each  of 
the  churches  Ire  to  be  made  at  tbs  asrllest  pos¬ 
sible  data,  so  that  all  may  know  ths  part  to  bs 
raised  by  the  different  cbnrcbee. 

The  thing  for  the  Baptists  now  to  do  Is  to 
get  on  the  Job  and  work  at  It  until  victory  la 
won.  1  urge  the' brethren  everywhere  to  1st  ths 
things  that  sre  settled  remain  settled,  those  who 
have  not  received  all  they  wanted  to  receive  sad 
those  who  have  not  approved  the  plan  and  or¬ 
ganisation.  to  set  aside  their  dlfferencas  and  fall- 
In  and  give  the  maximum  of  strength  In  prayer 
co-operation  and  giving  The  Master  calls  as  now 
to  go  forward.

His  friends  Insiatad  that  he 
was  "conjured"  and  wanted  the  doctor  to  cat 
a  string  or  do  some  stunt  to  break  tha  conjure. 
His  son  however  revealed  the  source  of  hie 
malady  by  telling  the  doctor  that  while  bis  In¬ 
ter  was  s  "good  man  who  want  to  mam  ovary 
day”  he  had  rnnlsd  his  mind  by  drnaksansm 
lechery.  The  priest  however  agreed  with  his 
friends  that  he  wee  conjured.  Whether  t^ 
priest  believed  It  or  11*4  to  keep  favor  with  the 
family  we  do  not  know.

He  will  be  asked  to  send  these  to  the  church 
organizers,  and  when  the  "Service  Roll”  Is  com¬ 
pleted  and  copied  on  the  blank  we  send,  the 
church  organizer  will  seud  It  to  the  state  organ¬ 
izer.  The  state  organizer  will  copy  this  and  send 
It  to  me  at  the  Nashville  office.  Whenever  I  get 
one  of  these  "Service  Rolls"  1  will  know  that 
the  church  Is  organized.  My,  purpose  Is  to  get 
one  of  these  filled  out  for  each  of  the  25,000 
churches  In  the  South.  Layman  Callaway  of 
Georgia,  a  great  business  man  with  wide  ex¬ 
perience  In  organizing  for  campaigns  says:  "If 
we  can  get  in  the-  Nashville  office  a  copy  of  the 
"Service  Roll  for  every  church  in  the  south,  I 
.would  be  willing  to  dlscout  our  campaign  and 
guarantee  the  money."  lie  simply  means  to 
say  that  we  will  have  success  In  proportion  as 
we  get  these  "Service  Rolls"  filled  out  in  the 
churches. 

I  urge  with  all  possible  Insistence  that  the 
state,  associations!  and  church  organizers  see 
that  this  Is  done  at  the  earliest  date  possible,  and 
mat  these  blanks  are  filled  out  and  sent  to  me.

Education  $994,000.00;  8tate  Missions  $665,- 
000.00;  Ministerial  Relief  $49,000.00;  Orphan¬ 
age  $105,000.00;  Hospitals  $186,601.00. 

This  means  $700,000  a  year  for  five  years  for 
Mississippi  Baptists.  There  are  180,000  white 
Baptists  In  the  8tate.  We  are  well  able  to  raise 
this  amount.  In  fact,  it  Is  too  small. 

A  meeting  of  the  State  Baptist  Convention 
Board  has  just  been  held  at  whlclj  the  other 
Stato  agencies  were  represented.  Dr.  J.  B.  Law¬ 
rence,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Bute  Con¬ 
vention  Board,  was  elected  State  Organiser  for 
the  75  Million  Campaign.  He  will  be  assisted 
by  N.  T.  Tull,  the  State  Budget  man.  and  by 
J.  E.  Byrd,  the  efficient  State  Sunday  School 
Secretary.  Dr.  H.  M.  King,  pastor  of  the  Secono 
Baptist  Church,  Jackson.  Miss.,  was  chosen  as 
Strong  Arm  man  for  the  campaign.  His  duty 
will  be  to  solicit  Ikrge  donations.  R.  B.  Gunter, 
for  nearly  two  years  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Education  Commission,  has 
been  given  a  leave  of  absence  by  the  commission 
until  December  the  first  to  serve  ss  State  Pub¬ 
licity  Director.  The  part  which  the  women  are 
to  take  In  the  76  Million  Campaign  was  referred 
to  the  Woman's  Executive  Committee. 

The  state  Is  divided  into  six  districts  and  a 
district  organizer  has  been  chosen  for  each 
district.  Rev.  Harry  Leland  Martin,  the  pastor 
of  the  Indlanola  Baptist  Church,  has  signified  his 
.acceptance  of  the  Second  district  which  Includes 
DeSoto,  Tunnlca.  Tate,  Plnola,  Coahoma,  Quit- 
man.  Bolivar,  Washington,  Sunflower,  Hum- 
uhreys,  LeFlore.  Carroll,  Montgomery,  Grenada, 
Tallahatchie  Counties.  Rev.  Bryan  Simmons  has 
accepted  the  Fourth  District  which  comprises 
Webster,  Choctaw,  Clay.  Oktibbeha.  Lowndes, 
Attala,  Winston,  Noxubee.  Kemper,  Neshoba, 
LeakeT  Scott.  Newton  and  Igiuderdale  counties. 
Other  organizers  are  to  be  heard  from. 

The  organizing  will  continue  until  every 
church  Is  lined  up.  The  publicity  work  will  con¬ 
tinue  until  the  close  of  the  campaign.  The  drive 
proper  will  begin  Sunday,  November  the  30th., 
and  close  Sunday.

TP  we  enlist  three  million  Southern  Baptists  in  the 
'  75  Million  Campaign,  we  must  let  them  know 

about  it  through  the  widest  and  fullest  publicity. 

To  this  end  we  shall  use  every  resource  at  our  com¬ 
mand,  but  we  must  depend  principally  upon  the 
eighteen  or  twenty  denominational  papers  in  our  ter¬ 
ritory. 

Indeed,  we  regard  the  denominational  paper  as  by 
all  odds  the  most  effective  medium  for  reaching  our 
Baptist  people  in  the  South.  But  it  ia  not  reaching 
enough  of  them.  In  fact,  there  at  least  600,000  white 
Baptist  homes  in  the  South  into  which  the  denomi¬ 
national  weekly  never  comes.

Time  and  again,  in  Associations  and  Conventions, 
we  have  resolved  to  do  better,  not  for  the  sake  of  the 
editors,  though  they  deserve  everything  we  can  do  for 
them,  but  for  our  own  sake  and  that  of  the  Cause-. 
The  time  is  at  hand  when  we  must  do  better  or  suffer 
*  immeasurably.  Frankly,  we  must  do  better  right 
now  or  go  limping  through  this  campaign. 

We  are  going  to  use  the  denominational  press, week 
ly  and  monthly,  for  a  large  part  of  our  publicity  work. 
We  shall  send  them  from  headquarters  one  or  more 
messages  every  week.  We  are  to  provide  them 
weekly  a  page  of  display  matter  for  twenty  or  more 
consecutive  issues.  We  are  arranging  with  them 
for  at  least  three  special  campaign  numbers  before  the 
great  drive  comes  on.  We  expect  them  to  flush  their 
editorial  and  contributed  columns  with  some  of  the 
best  campaign  matter  that  goes  out  to  the  public.  In 
fact,  $50,000  and  more  could  not  send  out  from  our 
headquarters  the  information  which  will  go  to  the 
people  through  the  denominational  papers.  We  re¬ 
gard  them  as  absolutely  indispensable  to  the  success 
of  the  campaign.  ^ 

We  have  therefore  designated  August  as  INFOR¬ 
MATION  MONTH,  and  have  set  up  a  reasonable  ob¬ 
jective  for  Southern  Baptists  to  attain  in  behalf  of 
our  Baptist  papers. 


We  call  for  the  addition  of  100,000  new  annual  sub¬ 
scriptions  to  our  State  weeklies  (practically  doubling 
their  present  circulation),  for  a  monthly  circulation 
of  100,000  (instead  of  40,000)  for  Home  and  Foreign 
Field*,  and  for  a  monthly  circulation  among  the  wo¬ 
men  of  50,000  (instead  of  30,000)  for  Hoyal  Service. 

We  call  upon  our  editors  to  gird  themselves  for  the 
mightiest  general  task  we  have  ever  undertaken  and 
to  exert  themselves  to  the  utmost  in  the  circulation 
campaign  which  we  endorse  and  urge. 

Wc  call  upon  all  our  people  to  take  and  read  our 
denominational  papers  for  the  sake  of  intelligencc 
and  efficiency.

We  call  upon  the  whole  denomination  'to  put  its 
whole  strength  for  once  behind  the  denominational 
papers.  • 

We  call  U]>on  our  general  Boards,  our  State  Boards, 
our  associational  Boards,  our  church  officers  and  all 
our  denominational  and  charitable  institutions  to  in¬ 
vest  time  and  talent  and  money  in  this  circulation 
campaign. 

We  call  upon  our  forces  in  each  State  to  apportion 
subscriptions  for  their  paper  to  associations  and 
churches  on  the  basis  of  one  subscription  to  every  four 
families,  reckoning  three  members  to  the  family. 


Wc  call  upon  adult  classes  in  the  Sunday  School, 
the  W.  M.  U.  organisations  and  the  B.  Y.  P.  V.  to 
couduct  a  canvass  for  subscriptions  in  accordance 
with  plans  that  will  be  sent  out  from  our  headquar¬ 
ters.
